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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6 - 10 are allowed. The prior art of record fail to teach displaying 
navigational information for a first vehicle to a driver of the first vehicle comprising, 
among other limitations, displaying information in the form of a virtual vehicle 
superimposed on an image of the vehicle environment; determining, in combination, a 
position, an orientation, and a size of the displayed virtual vehicle, references points for 
a recommended route to keep a precise minimum distance from a vehicle ahead in 
accordance with a current driving speed, a position and orientation of the vehicle, a 
position and orientation of a camera for recording the environment and an eye position 
and a line of sight of the driver - keeping the distance by positioning the virtual vehicle 
on the image of the vehicle environment, wherein driving too close to a second vehicle 
in front the first vehicle is shown by the second vehicle being located in the image 
between the driver and the virtual vehicle.
